The first improvement is for combining copper, zine, and lead, so as to pro. 
duce a metai that shall be applicable to all the purposes for which Urass is 
now used. 

Tie relative quantities are 40 Ibs. of copper, 40 Ibs. of zine, and 20 ibs. of 
lead. The lead is first killed in the following manner:— Put 56 Ibs. of lead 
in a suitable receiver, with afire under it, and which, when covered, has @ 
tube to allow the fumes to pass off; add from 4 to 6 oz. of arsenic; then fill 
the receiver with sawdust, mixed with fine resio, in the proportion of | Ib. of 
resin to 14 peck of sawdust. 

Ia order to ascertain the state of the lead, a smal! quantity may be drawa 
off from a cock below, and left to cool. Should the sample of lend retain avy 
pliability, it must be returned to the receiver, and 1 |b. of common salt must 
be added, whieh wii} complete the process, and the lead, being poured into 
moulds for cooling, will be perfectiy brittie. 

A relative quantity of copper is now added to the lead that has been killed, 
and while in a molten state, 4 to 6 lbs. of pounded calamine is alided, in a» 
raw state, to 100 Ibs, of combination metal. The relative quantity of zinc is 
now mixed with the copper and lead, and the receiver is filled with coke dust, 
to complete the process of combining the mel. 

There are other methods for bining more or less zinc orlesd. The 
zine increases the hardness of the metal, and the eop, er or lead softens it. 

The last improvement is for combicing iron with copper, zinc, and lead. 
About 12 Ibs. of tin, serap iron, or Cumberland ore, is melted with 36 lbs. of 
copper, to which ase added from & to 1202. of metallic antimony.

SPECIFICATIONS OF RECENT PATENTS. 
[From the “ laventors’ Advoeate.") 

William Coles, Charing-cross, improvements in reducing friction of ma- 
chinery used in propelling vessels, lathes, and other machines, Feb. 23.— 
The improvement relating to stewm-vessels, and which is also applieable to 
turning lathes and other machinery, consists in supporting the «shalt 
by a system of anti-friction rollers instead of plummer blocks. The follow- 
ing is the proposed arrangewent. To the bottom of the vessel are bolted 
two upright frames, in the lower part of which is a pair of plummer blocks, 
which support a horizontal shaft, having fixed at each ead an anti-friction 
roller. These rollers support a second shaft, which like the former has a 
pair of anti-friction rollers at the cods, and these aguin support a third shaft, 
likewise having a pair of rotiers at the ends, and upon these last roilers, aad 
poe a corresponding pair at the sides of the vessel, the paddle shafts are 
sup Other rotiers are placed before, behind, and above the paddle. 
shaft to maintaia it in its proper situation, The paddie-shaft is connected 
with the driving shaft by any suitable gearing. 

The improvement in railroad carriages, consists in a contrivance for keep- 
lng the wheels at right angles to the rails at the curved parts of a railway. 
Each pair of wheels runs in a collar bar, and the two collar bars are con- 
nected together by what the inventor calls a kouckle joist, and which ap- 
pears to be a kind of universal joint, allowing of vertical and horizontal 
motion. Upon the inner edge of the whee's is a deep flange, and at the 
curves a step is made along the inner side of the outer rail of the curve, and 
upon this step the flange of the wheel runs (lifting the rim of the wheel off 
the rail); the velocity of the wheel increasing to ite increased diameter, the 
outer wheel performs the outer curve in the same time that the inner wheel 
performs the inner one, 
Joho Augustus Tulk, of Seaton and Lower lron-works, Cumberland, 
iron master, improvements in the manufacture of iron, Feb. 26.—This im- 
provement coaosists ia a process for making iron, in blast furnaces, from the 
rich ores of iron, called haematite. The loventor states, that tron is at pre- 
sent obtained chiefly from the argillaceous ores, which are very poor in iron, 
awd abound in silicious matter. In the reduction of the argiliaceous ores, 
lime is employed as a flax, whieh, combining with the silicious, matter, forms 
a species of giasa or slag, whilat the iroa, combining with a portion of car- 
hon, forme a carburet of iron; aad the slag floating above the iron, protects 
it from oxivatioe. The hamatite ores having but a very small portion of si- 
liclous matter, cannot form a slag, and are therefore at present oaly used in 
combivation with a much larger portion of argillacecas ores. To supply this 
defect, the patentee adda to the ores a sufficient quantity of such vitreous 
meterials as can be most easily proeured—as the siag from iron works, where 
argiliaceeus ores are reduced, and which is at present merely refuse, sea 
sand, the refuse of glass works, Xe. At his own works, he employs sand ia 
the jon of 99 siliea to 101 of lime, and he recommends that these ma- 
terials should be first fused and run into slag, in preference to adding them 
to the ores whea in the furnace. The proportions he employs are one of 
hematite to two of slag. 
Moses Poole, Liveeia’s-ina, improvements in « tus applicable to 
steam-boilers, ja order to reader them more safe, March 11.— The firat im. 
provement consiste in a mode of applying to the boiler, as a species of safety 
valve, a metaliic plate or disc, which shal! barst whea the steam in the boiler 
attains a certain degree of » sed thus reliewe the boiler, which plate 
may afterwards be replaced witha fresh one, without stopping the working 
uf the engines. 

To an aperture ie any convenient part of the boller fs fixed a curved tube, 
terminatag in an eolarg tor cup, having a ledge runeing rowed the 
bottom for the safety dise to restupon. Upon the dise is laid a ring, the 
edge of whick is chamfered off, s0 as not to cut the dise, and this ring is se- 
cured dowe firmly by another ring, which is screwed inte the upper part of 
the eup. The outer beod of the pipe contains water, both above and below 
the diese, ia order to mantaia it at the same temperature on each side. On 
any couvenient port of the beat pipe ie fitted a cock, by closing which, the 
eoanection of the cup with the botier ie shut off, and a bust disc may thea be 
replaced without stopping the operation ef the 

The second lmprovement coosists ia the application of a steam whistle, to 
give aotice whea the surface of the water im the boiler is below a certeia 
poiet, The whietie is of the ordimary kied, and the aperture by whieh it 
commentoates © ith the builer is closed by a stem, at the lower of which is a 
Goat, composed of cork, of some light wood, aod covered with copper. Whea 
the water gets too low, the Moat aed stem descend with it, aed the aperture 
being thas wastepped, the steam rushes out Lhrough the whistie, gives 
aotioe ef the deferency.

The cylinders or vessels containing the wood or acids must be tightly 
closed, and furnished with a pipe that will conduct the gas evolved into a 
furnace above the binst. The cylinder or vessel must then be heated to a 
temperature that wilbdisengage the gas, aod drive it into the furnace. The 
gas from half a cord of dry white oak will continue to evolve for twenty-four 
hours. The use of clay; as commonly practised, will hinder the gas from 
escaping out of the furnace, and it will be rapidiy absorbed by the metal ia 
the fusion, aad cause it to have an increased affinity for the carbon evolved 
from the fuel and limestcne, and the iron will be thus furnished with a full 
charge of carbon. 

la converting iron into steel, the present process is by the slow operation 
of the carbon, which is disengaged from the charcoal, an: is absorbed by the 
metal bars. My improvement consists in the direct use, application, or in- 
troduction of pyroligoeous or acetic acid, in the gaseous state, into the steel 
furnace, in manner as aforesaid, which will cause the iron to have an in- 
creased affinity for the carbon evolved from the fuel, and which will thus be- 
come more rapidly charged with the carbon. My improvement will be found 
to be most useful when coke, mineral coal, or fuel other than charcoal, is 
used in the steel furnace. 

What I claim as my invention and discovery, and desire to secure by Iet- 
ters patent, is the direct use, application, or introduction, of pyroligneous 
or acetic acids, in a gaseous state, into the process of smelting iroa ores, 
and in the manufacturing of steel. 

Remaras py THE Epitorn:—We apprehend that the above patent has 
been obtained upon b conclusinns, and not after practical trial. 
The patentee is a skilful manufacturer of white lead, and he seems to have 
concluded that the vapour of v » Or pyroligneous acid, will act upon the 
ores of iron io their reduction, aed upon steel in cementation, as it acts upon 
the oxide of lead at the very moderate temperature at which that oxide is 
carbouated. We believe, huwever, that the fair deduction from what is 
known of chemical affinities relating to this matter, wou'd be that the vapo- 
rous or gaseous acid would not be absorbed by the heated metal, or in any 
way contribute to its carbonisation. The experiment, however, is one of no 
great difficulty, but we are not aware that it bas been made.

A meeting of the proprietors of this association was held at the George 
and Vulture Tavern, On Tuesday, the 14th inst., convened by the com. 
mittee, tu receive from them the result of their labours ing the ne. 
gotiation they had in hend with the directors, and to receive the approba- 
tion of the shareholders on the steps they had taken. 

F. Newsom, Esq., in the chair. 

The CnataMan briefly stated the object of the meeting ; the committee 
had obtsined Sir W. Follett’s opinion upon the question at issue, from 
which it would appear that the only effectual redress they cou'd obtain 
would be by filing a Bill in Chancery, the expense and delay of doing 





which would be sufficient of itself to deter them—added to which, the | 


committee had not met with that support from the proprietors which they 
considered they were entitled to, and which would effectually prevent 
their taking any such steps ; a subscription had been entered into to de- 
fray some trifling expenses in obtaining counsel's opinion, and the sum 


of 70/. only had been raised, two-thirds of which had been paid out of | 


the pockets of the committee. He then read the note of agreement they 
had come to with the directors, and submitted the same for the approval 
of the shareholders present.e—Itwas to the effect—** That the proprietors 
should consent to the payment of the 2/. call, and that, on three fourths 
of the call being paid, the directors undertook to pay over to the account 
of the company 1000/.—That the balance due to Mr. Bourdillon should 
be paid.—That the expenses the committee had been put to should be 
defrayed by the company '’—and which note of agreement was signed by 


Mr. Vowler.—It was furthermore agreed—** That no farther sum should | 


be in fatare taken by the directors as salary, and that they should at once 
wind up the affeirs of the company.” 

A SHarnenotven wished to know if the committee had done anything 
towards settling with the directors the final winding up of the company's 
affairs, and ventured to suggest that if they had not yet taken any steps 
with regard to such desirable object, they would be further conferring a 


great benefit on the company by remaining in office till such should be | 


accomp!ished. 

The CuarnmMawn said they had been now two years in office, and had 
devoted a very large portion of their time to settling the affiirs of the 
compaby ; he considered it would be hardly fair to ask them now to remain 
in office any longer ; indeed, the committee found they could not accom.

The general feeling of the meeting being that a committee of share- 
holders should be formed to co-operate with the directors in bringing the 
company's affairs to a close, the Cuatnman said, it was their opinion 
that the further continuance of a committee could effect no object of benefit 
to the company; they could have no doubt whatever that full justice 
would be done them by the directors. If they bad been possessed of the 
knowledge at the commencement of the transaction, which they had since 
acquired, they should have been able to save to the company full 10,000/. 
to 12,0007. 

Mr. Groom (a member of the committee) said, they had never charged 
the directors with misappropriating the fuads of the company, bat with 
great neglect in fulfilling their duties, and a great want of knowledge as to 
what those duties were. The present call was, doabtless, a legal one, and 
he would advise the proprietors to pay the same; there could be no doubt 
that the two dividends that had been made came out of the company's 
stock —that is to say, were not made from profits; but he felt they had 
been very negligent in vot looking after their own concerns more dili- 
gently than they had done —they should have discovered the evil sooner, 
and, consequently, not suffered to so great an extent.

working mines for sulphur ores. We know of several mines in 
the county of Cornwall, and also in Ireland, which, at shallow 
depths, will yield from two to six tons a fathom, and which may be 
| worked to a profit even at present prices obtained—say from 20s, 
to 30s. per ton, put on board The importance, however, which 
we attach to this ore, commonly known as ‘ mundic,” is not the 
advantage to be derived from any profit which may accrue from 
the sale of its produce, but the encouragement it affords to the 
working of mines. 

We will suppose a case, for instance, of a mine being worked 
to the depth of ten or fifteen fathoms, with the backs worked away 
near to surface, to an extent of 150 to 200 fathoms on the lode— 
here we should have 1500 fathoms of ground opened, which, if 
yielding on an average two tons of mundic or sulphur ores per 
fathom, would give 3000 tons, or a value of 2500/, after deducting 
the cost of carriage, and other extraneous charges. We will, fur- 
| ther, assume that no profit is realised on the ore so extracted and 
sold, but that it merely pays cost; thus, then, we have a sum of 
| 2500/. outlaid in proving a mine at shallow levels, which may lead 
| to discoveries of copper, tin, or other metallic products—it being 
| well known that the copper lodes of Cornwall, and other localities, 








generally carry mundic in the backs—the saying, that “ mun- 
dic rides a good horse,” being proverbial throughout the county. 
| If, on the contrary, no market can be found for the sulphur ores, 
it is manifest that one of two results would attend the case we have 
cited, via., that the mine would remain unworked, or that the 
2500. expended would be an outlay on the inine without any re- 
turns—the sulphur ores, or mundic, being thrown away as attle or 
refuse. We have already said sufficient to show the importance of 
this question to our mining interests

21 Tbs. ; and, although it is not customary 
in Cornwall to notice any weight of copper ore below } ewt., I believe such 
is not the case with foreign rich ores, nor can I see the reasonableness of the 
practice being continued with us, which I have no doubt was suffered to 
creep in to avoid the tediousness of calculation. It is generally allowed 
that smelters have profit enough, without ‘ taking this toll,’’ which, 
though but a little thing, at a superficial glance, would raise a formidable 
pile in every one of our large productive mines in the course of a year.

the metal to market. I would respectfully submit to your St, Just cor. 
respondent, that, before he proposes a “ Tin Miners’ Smelting Com- 
pany,’’ all these particulars should be properly and correctly ascertained, 
or there may be found some such sturdy champions as “ R. W.,"" © A 
Miner,”’ and the others who have wasted so many words on the copper 
smelting question, without obtaining any practical result, so far as the real 
erection of works is confirmed. I do not, for my own part, believe that 
the smelters are getting more than a fair remunerative profit on the amelt. 
ing of black tin, but that any depression of price below what the relative 
demand and supply would fairly warrant, is attributable, not to the prac- 
tices of the awelters at tae ticketings, or an undue rate of returning 
charges, but to the keen competition of the smelters in their capacity as 
merchants—to undersell one another, One thing is very clear, that, 
whilst our home consumption has increased very rapidly, the protecting 
duty of 15 per cent. has been sufficient to prevent the Banca tin from 
entering into competition in the British market, It may, however, be 
fairly questioned, whether a rise in price, not very excessive, may lead to 
the importation of foreiga tin, which, being of a superior quality, would 
prove an ungainly opponent, even ata price above what Cornish tin could 
be procured for.

Join Roberts, whose death, we regret to notice, took place lately at Bil- | 
ston, Staffordshire. Mr. Roberts, in conjunction with Mr. Upton, is also 
well koown as the author of certain alterations in the arrangements of 
Sir H. Davy's safety lamp, on whieh subject the Mining Journal, some 
time since, was made the medium of some interesting communications :— 

* About twenty years aco, when Roberts invented bis admirable safety- 
hood, he was a common mince inthe Whitelaven collieries, and inhabited 
one of those small cottages adjoining the gates of the giass-house yard— 
Gians, His first experiment was made ina building in the yard, the floor, 
of which was covered with a quantity of straw, thickly strewa with sulphar, 
The straw was set on fire, and when the atmosphere of the room was so op 
pressive as to drive the bystanders from the door-way, Roberts, equipped ia 
his hood, entered, and the door being flosed, remained upwards of twenty 
minates without inconvenience in a place where no living creature could have 
exteted one fourth of the time. By those, however (to their shame be it 
spoken), who ought to bave duly appreciated the merits of his invention, 
Roberts aad his hood were trested with neglect, and had not Mr, Ledger | 
(Eaditer of the Whitehaven Gazelle) \utereated himeectf in his belvalf, he might 
have remained annoticed aad unknown. Mr, Ledger having witnessed some 
experiments with the apparatus, and being fally convioced of its utility, in- | 
troduced it to the notice of the late J. C. Carwen, Esq., M.P., who, we be- 
lieve, was the means of bringing it uader the inspection of different scientific 
bodies in London, Dublin, and Paris, before whom Roberts put the powers 
of tia hood to the test in mauy severe experimental trials. He was warmly | 
ipplanded by the gentlemen who witnessed these trials, aod was, we are in- 

wmed, rewarded in @ handsome manner for his invention. The Duke of 
Sussex, as president of the Royal Society, presented bim with a gold medal, 
im token of the approbation of the members of that institution,

Lord J. Russece said that he certainly should not dispute upon the lav 
of nations on that occasion, but he was of opinion that the orders of He 
Mejesty to the admiral, conveyed through the Secretary of State, was quite 
sufficient to authorise the detention. He would add, that he trusted tha 
the Neapolitan Government, either of themselves or by the advice of some 
friendly power, would agree to satisfy the British elai: s, so that it would te 
unnecessary that the vessels detained should be brought before a court of ab 
miralty for adjudication.
